Attitude of Towns.

had made but which § sits today 
wondering what happened. 

Some of these towns have made 
up their minds that they can’t wait 
for the rtver to come back and 
have set out after modern indus- 
try.

What none of us, enjoying a 12- 
panorama, could understand 
was why passenger traffic from St.

We 
enjoyed the historical interest 
everywhere—Hannibal, immortal- 
ized by Mark Twain: Warsaw, 
birthplace of John Hay; Burling- 
ton, whose Hawkeye, stil published 
there. first reflected the humor of 
Bob Burdette; Nauvoo, whence Jo-

Grange, where the late Vice Presi- 
dent Marshal's father fled down 
river with his family from the fury 


of slaveholders when word reached 


the village of Lincoln's first elec- 
tion: Alton, where Lovejoy'’s mon- 
ument attests to the stormy rela- 
tions between Illinois and Missouri 
when abolition was espoused. Once, 
westward moving. long since show- 
ing its flashing heels as it sped on- 
ward to the Pacific, adventure 
paused on those river hills. 

All of us felt that if someone 
would put in on the upper river a 
fine fleet of fast passenger boats 
exclusively engaged in carrying 
passengers, as the Hudson River 
boats are, and not trying to mix 
up the passenger business with the 
freight business, he would succeed 
at it.
